Gemmell haw given the 
following to The Dispatch as a state­ 
ment In regard to the train and en- 
glnemen’s wage controversy which 
he has just received from New York 
for publication: 
"Settlement 
of 
national railway 
wage controversy either arbitration 
under present law or preferably by 
submission to Interstate 
Commerce 
commission for thorough and speedy 
Investigation was proposed by rail­ 
roads last Thursday at eoneluslon of 
conference In New York with train 
service brotherhoods. 
Rejected 
by 
Brotherhoods who announced would 
take strike vote. 
Railways pointed 
out that Interstate Commerce com­ 
mission with Its control of rate reg­ 
ulations of revenue of railways and 
its thorough knowledge 
of 
whole 
railway situation Is in position to 
avert national strike and settle con­ 
troversy with justice to employes, 
employers and public. 
The commit­ 
tee in making this proposal to broth­ 
erhoods 
say 
"National 
conference 
committee railways bas carefully con 
aldern! your proposals and your ex­ 
planations of their moaning and In­ 
tended applications and In our Judg­ 
ment no reasons developed during 
our conferences to justify extraordin­ 
ary changes In 
operating 
methods 
and practices nnd large expenditures 
for additional facilities which your 
proposals involve nor was anything 
pretested to justify your requested 
radical revision of established basts 
of compensation for men In engine, 
train 
and 
yard 
aery Ice. 
Present 
rates and rules are largely result of 
recent arbitration awards and in our 
judgment now provide for men liber­ 
al compensation and favorable work­ 
ing conditions. 
Moreover hest ob­ 
tainable estimates indicate that to 
accept your proposals would Increase 
cost of operation of railroads approx­ 
imately one hundred million dollars 
a year, all of which must eventually 
be borne by the public. 
We are con­ 
fident that you nnd the men you 
represent appreciate the responsibili­ 
ties of this committee to three su b ­ 
stantial Interests, viz: "A ” 
To em­ 
ployes here Involved whose efficient 
service is acknowledged 
and 
with 
whom railways have no differences 
which cannot be considered 
fatrl> 
and decided justly by some Impartial 
body. 
"IV* To all other employes of 
railways 
whose 
material 
welfare 
should not suffer bemuse of prefer­ 
ment of any particular group of fel­ 
low 
workers. 
"2 " 
To owners of 
railways who have a right to partic­ 
ipate In the earnings of their busi­ 
ness on fair and 
equitable 
basts. 
"3" 
To public who are vitally i n ­ 
terested in maintenance of an unin­ 
terrupted nnd efficient transportation 
service and whose ultimate control 
of the situation we all recognize as 
fundamental. 
We reiterate 
state­ 
ment given by railways to their men 
and repeated to you by this commit­ 
tee that railways have no desire to 
change either existing rates of pay or 
working 
rules, nor to reduce the 
earning possibilities of the employes 
under their existing schedules, but 
your proposals iii connection 
with 
the Interpretations given during our 
conferences are so inherently 
and 
fundamentally opposed 
to view 
of 
this committee that we 
feel 
con­ 
strained to decline and do hereby de­ 
cline them. 
Our conferences 
have 
demonstrated that we cannot h a r ­ 
monize our differences 
of 
opinion 
and that eventually matters In con­ 
troversy must lie passed upon by o th ­ 
er and disinterested agencies, there­ 
fore, we propose that your proposals 
‘consisting of articles one to four in­ 
clusive, referred to during our con­ 
ferences as form 35 and the proposi­ 
tion of the railways viz:

consideration and disposition provi­ 
sions in schedules of practices there­ 
under 
governing 
compensation

classes of service affected by your

with 
following principals as they apply to 
such classes. 
"A" no double com­ 
pensation for the same time or ser­ 
vice. 
“ B” same classification 
for 
purposes of compensation to be ap­ 
plied to all members of a train and 
engine crew. 
“ C” Two or more dif­ 
ferently paid classes of service per­ 
formed same day or trip to be paid 
proportionate rate, according to class 
of service with not lets than mini­ 
mum day for the combine service be 
disposed by one or other of the fol­ 
lowing methods: “ I ” Preferably by 
submission to Interstate 
Commerce 
commission, only tribunal which by 
reason of its accumulated Informa­ 
tion bearing on railway conditions 
and Its control of the revenue of the 
railways Is in a position to consider 
and protect rights and equities of all 
the interest affected to provide addi­ 
tional revenue necessary to meet add­ 
ed cost of operation in case your pro­ 
posals are found by the commission 
to be just and reasonable, or in even* 


the Interstate Commerce commission 
cannot under existing laws act In the 
premises, that we 
jointly 
request 
congress to take such action as may \ 
be necessary to enable commission to 
consider and promptly dispose of the 
question Involved, or “ a ” by arbitra­ 
tion In accordance with the provi­ 
sions of the federal law entitled "an 
act providing for mediation, concil­ 
iation and arbitration In controver­ 
sies between certain employers and 
their employes” approved July 15, 
1913, and commonly known aa the 
Newlands Act. This committee urges 
most careful consideration of the pro­ 
posal herein made for a submission 
of the controversy to a federal trl- 
luinal to the end that a peaceable arid 
equitable adjustment may be brought 
about.

"In a later wire they state: ‘Gar­ 
retson did not threaten strike. 
He 
indicated officers wanted the authori­ 
ty a strike vote would give them at 
another 
conference. 
He said they 
would never agree to arbitration at 
this stage of the game when no man 
can truly say Interruption of traffic 
threatened. ‘We have Immense set­ 
tling power’ he said, ‘men would nev­ 
er consent 
to arbitration 
railroad 
proposal, but would go back to men 
with absolute statement facts and be 
guided by their verdict.’ 
He said It 
would take about forty days for the 
vote." 


Largest Tinplate 
Works in World 


(By United Press) 


McKeesport, Pa., June 20 Already 
possessing the largest tube works In 
the world, McKeesport's prestige as 
a big mil) center will be materially 
Increased before the end 
of 
June 
when more new tinplate mills that 
have been under construction for 
months, are completed, giving Mc­ 
Keesport by far the largest tinplate 
works In the world. 
The combined 
plants will then consist of 14 mills. 
The next largest tinplate works con­ 
sist of 32 mills. 
It also Is located In 
Western Pennsylvania. 
The cost of 
the new mills and a power plant will 
be $2,20(1,000, making the cost of 
the whole plant about $5,000,000. 
The plants now employ 1,600 men 
and women. 
When the new mills 
are all in operation 
the 
working 
force will lie about 3,000. 
The r a ­ 
pacity of the works will he 4.000,000 
boxes of fin a year. which Is over 
half of the tinplate production of the 
country and valued at $18,000,0000 
to $20,000,000, 
The payroll will he 
$3,000,000 a year. 
Tinplate bust 
newt Is fine. 
The local mill and o th ­ 
er plants are working ut capacity, 
hut con not supply the demand. Big 
concerns are more 
nn violin 
about 
shipments and delivery than they are 
about prices, 
Prom a small plant of 
mills placed in operation in loos, the 
plant of the McKeesport company has 
in less than a dozen years grown to 
be tin' greatest works of the kind In 
the world. 
McKeesport era take p a r­ 
ticular pleasure in the thought that 
the nu n who established It are Me- 
Keesporters and are still at the hi nd 
of It. 
Improvements for the welfare 
of men and women employed iii some 
departments of the works have a1 
ready been made.

consulates here and keep your eyes 
on the Incoming trains 
you 
can 
meet, every day, a scant few persons 
who have just come from Germany 
nnd who will gladly toll you what 
experiences they have had in their 
kitchens, dining rooms and stomachs 
since the food stringency in Germany 
became noticeable. 
These travelers 
feel themselves heroes, a% Indeed you 
come to regard them, in a manner of 
speaking, when you see them aban­ 
don themselves to a full, m a n ’s sized 
meal here. 
Travelers to Berlin, es 
peclaily the American writing kind, 
live at the hest hotels. 
They re­ 
turn with stories of plentiful and ex­ 
cellent food. 
Berlin Is the wartime 
show place of Germany and the ho­ 
tels where writers go are the war­ 
time show places of Berlin. 
What 
the American writers have said of 
the plentifulness and the excellence 
of the food, Is not necessarily true. 
Here In Rotterdam you get the truth, 
straight from the dining rooms and 
kltehens of civilians in every part of 
Germany. 
It Indicates that life In 
Germany is uncomfortable, highly so, 
for a civilian who Is keeping house. 
Here's a Swedish mechanic from 
Germany, running 
around 
Rotter­ 
dam filling his arms with pnekngt-s 
of bacon, bot t b s of olive oil and 
rice.
